A jolted older gen- 
eration became suddenly aware of a riotous 
and ever-growing procession of juvenile 
burglary, larceny, assault, robbery, crim- 
inal homicide, rape and other sex offenses, 
arson, truancy, runaways, and disorderly 
conduct. Among the gravest cases were 
those of prostitution, both professional 
and casual by girls anywhere from 12 
on up—feminine camp followers, popu- 
larly dubbed “Victory Girls” and “cuddle 
bunnies” who defended their relations 
with men in the armed forces on grounds 
of patriotic duty.

STUDY XXIX 
THE VISION OF THE GREAT HARLOT 
Chapter 17 


In the book of Revelation, Christ is 
contrasted with Antichrist. Christ is the 
Man Child of chapter 12, Antichrist is 
the Beast out of the sea of chapter 13. 
Christ is to have a bride. She will be a 
chaste virgin. Read Psalm 45:14; 2 Cor. 
11:12; Rev. 19:7, 8. Antichrist is to have 
a consort. She will be a vile harlot. It 
will be seen by the careful student that the 
structure of the book requires that we 
identify the Man Child of chapter 12 with 
Christ. The symmetry of the book would 
be violated by making the Man Child the 
Church, or a band of overcomers. 

The bride of the Lamb is described 
under the symbolism of a city, the New 
Jerusalem (21:9-11), and the consort of 
Antichrist is also described under the sym- 
bolism of a city, Babylon, which means 
confusion. However, the Cent. Dic. says 
“the etymology of the name is, as ascer- 
tained by many passages in the cuneiform 
inscriptions, bab-ili, gate of God.” As 
these “cuneiform inscriptions” are all of 
heathen origin, and those who made them 
were doubtless opposed to having the 
thought of confusion associated with the 
city of which they were proud, it is not at 
all surprising that they wanted to make 
the name of their city mean what in reality 
it did not mean. If Babylon was the “gate 
of God” it was so only in the sense in 
which Antichrist at the time of the end 
will be God in his own eyes and in the 
eyes of his deluded worshipers. 

Some interpreters see two Babylons in 
Revelation: ecclesiastical Babylon and com- 
mercial Babylon. So does the Scofield 
Bible. But I choose to regard Babylon as 
one, but as having three distinct phases: 
the religious phase, the political phase, and 
the commercial phase. In its religious 
capacity Babylon will perish through the 
instrumentality of the ten kings; in its 
commercial capacity it will perish at a later 
date, and in a manner that is not clearly 
revealed, and “the kings of the earth” will 
mourn over its destruction; in its political 
capacity it will exist until the revelation of 
the Lord, and will be destroyed by His 


“glorious appearing.”

Let us notice, concerning Babylon, the 
harlot consort of Antichrist, seven things: 


I. Her Position—Verses 1-3 


She is represented as sitting “upon many 
waters,” and in verse 15, we read, “The 
waters which thou sawest, where the whore 
sitteth, are peoples, and multitudes, and 
nations, and tongues.” She is represented 
also, as sitting “upon a scarlet colored 
beast, full of names of blasphemy, having 
seven heads and ten horns,” the beast we 
read of in 13:1. This means that she will 
be recognized and sustained by the Anti- 
christ, that beast being identified with him. 
We have seen in certain portions of the 
world the political and religious systems 
merged, and the result has always been 
disaster. At the present time the political 
and commercial systems are very largely 
merged in Russia, in Germany, and in 
Italy; and the trend toward such a merger 
can be plainly seen in America. Under 
the dictatorship of the beast the merger 
of the three systems, political, religious, 
and commercial, will be perfectly con- 
summated. Notice the fact that it was 
in “the wilderness” that John saw the 
vision of this harlot. Contrast this fact 
with what we are told concerning the place 
where John was shown “that great city, 
the holy Jerusalem, descending out of 
heaven from God,” the city that symbol- 
ized “the bride, the Lamb’s wife.” (21:9, 
10). : 

Ii, Her Character—Verse 4 


She is represented as gorgeously ap- 
parelled, and as “having a golden cup in 
her hand full of abominations and filthi- 
ness of her fornication.” In Jer. 51:7, 
Babylon is pictured as “a golden cup in 
the Lord’s hand, that made all the earth 
drunken: the nations that have drunken 
of her wine; therefore the nations are 
mad.” Babylon, “having a golden cup 
in her hand,” will be “a golden cup in the 
Lord’s hand.” While she may appear to 
be operating apart from God, and with 
no recognition whatsoever of His power, 
or even of His existence, she will in reality 
be under His supervision, and will be 
able to do only what He wills she shall do 
or permits her to do. “Thus far, and no 
farther.” The fact set forth concerning 
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her character is that she is a vile harlot 
who, through her harlotry, has waxed rich, 
Outwardly she presents to the world a, 
dazzling appearance, proudly displaying 
her wealth, but her “golden cup” is “full 
of abominations and filthiness of her forni- 
cation.” rs

This is not the name by which she:

implied in the word mystery. A mystery 
in Scripture is something which is nor 
self evident, something that could not be 
known apart from a divine revelation, but 
which God has revealed.

IV. Her Condition—Verse 6 
“I saw the woman drunken with the 
blood of the saints, and with the blood of 
the martyrs of Jesus.” Roman Catholic 
interpreters would have us believe that the 
woman represents pagan Rome by whom 
the early church was so bitterly persecuted. 
It is true that pagan Rome shed the blood 
of the martyrs; it flowed like water. Per- 
secution followed persecution, and hun- 
dreds of thousands of consecrated Chris- 
tians perished. They might have saved 
their lives had they turned away from 
the Lord, had they been willing to 
bow to idols, or to burn incense to | 
the emperor; this they refused to do, and 
were put to death, many of them by means 
of the most terrible tortures human inge- 
nuity or devilish cunning could invent. But 
what we have here is not a delineation of 
pagan Rome in the days when Rome per- 
secuted the Christians. Many Protestant. 
interpreters, on the other hand, would 
have us believe that we have a picture here

Brother and Sister Bernhard Johnson 
are enjoying the blessing of the Lord on 
their labors. From Varginha, Minas, Bra- 
zil, they write: “Since we last wrote we 
have had the privilege to open a work in 
one more new town which is called Al- 
fenas.... From the very first meeting we 
had good results. When we went up there 
again, the first of August, we brought the 
instruments along, and it did not take 
long before we had a packed house listen- 
ing to the songs and to the gospel. We 
also had Sunday School up there. We 
started at noon, and did not close until 
after four o’clock. When we were ready 
to close, they all asked us to keep on. We 
did, and we felt the Spirit of God moving 
in the hearts of the people. Many of those 
who had already accepted Christ, asked 
us to pray that they would be baptized in 
the Holy Spirit... 

“Two weeks ago we were in Eloy 
Mendes, that town which is so hard, and 
to which everybody warned us not to go 
because we would be stoned. Thank God, 
He is also working in that town. We had 
the privilege of praying with two sinners, 
one a policeman there and the other a 
farmer. This farmer had never heard the 
gospel preached before. He never knew 
that Christ came to the world to save sin- 
ners. How happy we were when this man 
was teady to receive Christ into his heart 
and life the first time he had ever heard the 
Word preached.... 

“Three weeks ago we were in Tres 
Pontas, another town where we opened a 
work last December. We rejoice to see 
how God is working and increasing the 
number.... 

“Here in Varginha we are having a real 
revival, sinners are getting saved, and be- 
. lievers are stirred. There is a melted and 
broken spirit among the Christians... 

“We are truly thanking God for His 
many blessings.... And we thank you all 
for your prayers and help. God bless you 
one and all.” 

Guatemala 

Ralph and Jewell Williams are seeing 
the work of the Lord go forward in their 
chosen field. They write from Guatemala 
City: 

“It is unusually quiet around the Bible 
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School this morning. This is Sunday and 
most of the students, many of whom are 
pastors and workers, are away preaching 
in the outlying country churches. The 
few who are still to be seen around study- 
ing are those who stayed to work Saturday 
afternoon on the new larger hall being 
built on the adjoining lot to take care of 
the growing congregation of the Santa 
Ana church. At present we have three 
hundred people crowded into a hall that 
would do well to hold one hundred fifty in 
the homeland. The new building will 
seat about eight hundred and will also 
have ample Sunday School rooms. We 
are confident that this building will soon 
be filled to capacity also for this seems to 
be truly the beginning of a rich harvest 
time of souls. Not only is this so here in 
Santa Ana, but it seems to be true of all 
Central America in general. 

“Another important step being taken in 
order to keep up with the increasing op- 
portunities for the spreading of the gospel, 
is the plan to take up the space afforded 
by the vacating of the present church, and 
to rearrange the whole Bible Institute to 
accommodate about 55 students. 

“As an illustration of how God through 
the Spirit is moving, let me tell of a recent 
fellowship meeting held up close to the 
Guatemalan border. The local congrega- 


tion though weak in numbers, had strug- 


gled valiantly for existence for several 
years in the face of much indifference. It 
was hidden away in a grassy hollow high 
up in the mountains. 

“The presbyter of the district had gone 
out there a couple of weeks ahead of the 
date set for the meeting to make sure the 
necessary preparations were being made, 
and found that he personally would have 
to see to the putting up of the brush arbor 
for the gathering, and for the provision 
of most of the food, for the hard working 
and consecrated pastor who had led them 
for several years had been suddenly called 
home to be with His Lord. (Here ten dol- 
lars that had been sent to us by good- 
hearted and missionary-minded folk at 
home came in very helpful, for the little 
group of believers was short of funds 
also.) 

“On the appointed day we traveled 
the first eighteen miles over the interna- 


tional highway, out to Las Vinas, the 
name of the locality, on an old bus that 
coughed and growled along the road for 
an hour and a quarter. And the next four 
miles or so we were on poor looking but 
sure-footed mounts that took us back into 
the oak-covered hills. 


“We had been hearing reports of a 
number of souls accepting the Lord and 
receiving the baptism of the Spirit in a 
nearby assembly, but even so, anticipated 
only a small gathering. As we came 
around the hillside high above the place 
where the brush arbor had been put up, we 
heard the sound of singing and preaching, 
for eager brethren had already come in and 
were losing no time in making the most 
of their two-day fellowship meeting. The 
evening service proved to be the biggest 
of all surprises for there were gathered 
under that low, leafy roof, lighted by 
two widely placed Coleman lanterns, no 
less than 500 souls, while there could 
easily have been as many as 200 more 
around the outside, for whose benefit the 
grass walls were quickly torn down. 

“Where they all came from might have 
been a puzzle to a stranger, but we knew 
that these hillsides and hollows were full 
of the little grass roofed huts of the 
country folk. Why they had come would 
be a far more interesting question. Oh 
folk, that is where your prayers really 
count. That is God’s work, through the 
Spirit. One does not have to be on a 
foreign field to help in this part, but he 
must be willing for the Lord of the harvest 
to lay the burden on his heart. God had 
drawn these people together by His Spirit, 
and here they were, 400 or so brethren in 
this remote-hollow to. encourage a strug- 
gling assembly with a spiritual “boost,” 
and also about 300 unconverted, who from 
this time forward cannot help but have a 
far more healthy appreciation of what it 
means to be an ‘evangelico.’ . 

“Then far into the night, from our 
hammocks swung in the open porch of a 
native house up the hillside, we heard the 
brethren alternately singing and praying. 
We were awakened before daylight by the 
same kind of music, and were soon be- 
ginning the day with them. 

“There were about ten souls that came 
to the altar, but the results were not all 
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immediate or visible. Hard hearts were 
touched, scoffers were quieted, those who 
had despised the small group were awed 
by the sight of hundreds of their own kind 
who found such genuine pleasure in wor- 
shiping God in the evangelical way. Dis- 
couraged hearts were quickened, and sorely 
tested but tenacious faith in many a breast 
was rewarded. One man asked forgive- 
ness for insufficient preparation because 
they didn’t know what a fellowship meet- 
ing is. Now they know, and ask that we 
come again. 

“We were tired when we climbed into 
our hammocks about eleven o’clock that 
night. Before four in the morning we 
were rolling them up again and waiting 
for the saddle beasts to take us back to 
the highway for the early morning bus 
back to town where work of another 
nature would have to be taken care of. 
However, for some reason the animals 
did not come; so we made the journey 
over those rough mountain trails afoot. 
There were no misgivings for anything is 
worthwhile if it brings such joy to poor 
mortals as well as ‘joy in heaven.’...” 


Peru 

Brother and Sister Luther Perkins send 
greetings from Huancayo where they are 
working for the Lord. They write: 

“God is blessing our ministry in the 
Huancayo church and the four out-sta- 
tions. Our six Bible School boys are 
doing good work during the summer vaca- 
tion, having visited 32 towns up and down 
this valley with the gospel message.... 

“On May 31 we baptized 11 in the river 
at Huancayo. Among them was an old 
man over 89 years of age whose son led 
him to Christ about a year ago. Since his 
conversion the son has become a splendid 
preacher and teacher. Five have received 
the Holy Spirit, and a number have been 
converted in the prayer meetings and regu- 
lar services.... 

“Out of their extreme poverty the people 
of the church here have given nearly 200 
soles to our mission offering. ... 

“We are expecting Brother Lester Sum- 
rall to be with us to spend a month in 
Peru at the different statjons....

SUPERINTENDENT’S LETTER 


“I will life up mine eyes unto the hills 
from whence cometh my help. My help 
cometh from the Lord, which made heaven 
and earth.” Psalms 121:1, 2. 


This Scripture comes to my mind in 
reference to two points: (1) the need for 
workers, and (2) the need of workers. It 
is true the supply must come from the 
Lord and we need workers today as much 
as ever, but workers who have the call of 
God in their lives and see the need in the 
whitened harvest field. The harvest will 
not wait,—reapers are needed to thrust in 
the sickle.

Protestant Churches Merge 

Slowly, but nonetheless unmistakably, 
American Protestantism has been closing 
its ranks. The largest in scope was the 
1930 union of Methodist Episcopalians, 
Southern Methodist, and Methodist Pro- 
testants into a single Methodist Church 
with 8,000,000 members. Another was the 
1931 merger of Congregationalists and 
Christians for a 1,000,000-member total. 

Episcopalians are working out plans 
with the Northern Presbyterians and the 
Northern Presbyterians with the Southern 
Presbyterians. The Congregational Chris- 
tians have opened conversations with the 
Evangelical and Reformed. By last week 
negotiations for another consolidation— 
small in itself but the only merger to 
come to a head in several years—were 


virtually completed in Naperville, IIL, 


the General Conference of the Evangeli- 
cal Church voted 226 to 6 to join with 
the United Brethren in Christ and form 
a body of 700,000 members. 

Also last week, at Louisville, Ky., the 
United Lutherans (1,600,000 members) 
approved a proposal for increased coop- 
eration with American Lutherans (560,-

The Convention! 


The C. A. convention at San Jose has 
come and gone, but the memories of that 
great gathering will not soon be forgotten 
by those who were privileged to attend. 
The mighty convicting power of the Holy 
Ghost; the glorious cloud of His presence 
that seemed to hover over the convention 
from the beginning to the end; and the 
powerful ministry of the Word of God 
were all reassurances that Jesus Christ is 
the same yesterday, and today, and for- 
ever; and that the Lord is still pouring out 
His spirit upon His sons and daughters 
in the faith.

1000 people convened for the initial rally 
service, it seemed that the San Jose conven- 
tion would be an unusual one.

Convention Speaker 

The Lord especially confirmed the Word 
of God as it was preached by our conven- 
tion speaker, Pastor Floyd L. Hawkins 
of Fresno. A heavy anointing rested upon 
all of his messages, and young hearts 
were compelled to make full consecrations 
as they heard the challenge of the Lord 
through His Word. 

At the night services when there were 
many unsaved and backsliders present, a 
goodly number were convicted of their 
sins, and came to the Lord for salvation. 
It was conservatively estimated that at 
least 40 thus surrendered to the Lord. 
How many others, it was impossible to 
know. Among those who prayed through 
to salvation was one young sailor who 
wept his heart out before God, and finally, 
after an hour or so, he arose and with his 
eyes yet wet with tears, but with his face 
beaming with joy, said, “I’m the happiest 
boy in the world tonight!” Certainly Jesus 
still satisfies young people. 

C. A. Parade 
One of the highlights of the convention 


was the C. A. parade through downtown 
San Jose on Saturday night. The two- 
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and-a-half-block-long parade was led by an 
escort of four motorcycle police, followed 
by the color guard composed of C. A.’s in 
the armed forces of our nation. The C. A. 
band with hundreds of marching, singing 
Christ’s Ambassadors followed the color 
guard. The marching division carried the 
many local C. A. banners, and other 
mounted banners reading “Youth for 
Christ.” The rearguard was composed of 
a dozen or more cars decorated in the 
C. A. colors, gold and blue. This parade 
of Christian young people was an inspiring 
sight indeed. One pastor’s wife, who has 
sons of C. A. age, remarked that she had 
“never seen a C. A. parade before. It was 
one of the most inspiring sights I have 
ever seen. I couldn’t help but cry for joy 
as I saw those fine Christian young men 
and women march by.” 


Merchant Marine Offering 


Another real thrill came to the conven- 
tion Sunday afternoon when the need for 
New Testaments for the Merchant Ma- 
rine was presented. This need had been 
presented through the pages of the Pente- 
costal Evangel by the Missions Department 
several weeks previously, and it was in con- 
junction with this endeavor that the offer- 
ing was taken. The C. A. officers had 
asked the Lord for $500.00, and when the 
offering was counted it totaled $601.55— 
enough for over 4000 New Testaments for 
the men of our Merchant Marine fleet. 
May we pray now that many of these men 
will be gloriously saved through the read- 
ing of God’s Word. 


Attendance 

The registration mark neared 1300 by 
the time the convention closed, and it was 
estimated that close to 2000 attended. 
Surely Christ met with His Ambassadors, 
and we feel confident that the consecra- 
tions that were made to God will continue, 
and that the stakes that were driven down 
will never be pulled up.

5. I ask God in prayer to reveal His 
will aright in me. 

6. Thus through prayer to God, the 
study of the Word and reflection, I come 
to a deliberate judgment according to the 
best of my ability and knowledge, and if 
my mind is then at peace, and continues 
so after two or three petitions, I proceed 
accordingly.

Years ago a group of newspaper report- 
ets approached General William Booth, 
founder of the Salvation Army, and in- 
quired what in his opinion was the greatest 
peril of the immediate future. He an- 
swered, like a flash, “The world’s imme- 
diate and greatest peril is that the Church 
will offer the world a philosophy of Chris- 
tianity that provides forgiveness without 
regeneration. Christianity without Christ, 
religion without the Holy Ghost, politics 
without God, heaven without hell.” That 
which he feared has already largely come 
to pass, and since its consequences are spir- 
itual and eternal (and not merely mater- 
ial), it is still the world’s greatest peril— 
far greater than the German peril, the 
Japanese peril, or any other danger.

of the Romish Church. That this eccle- 
siastical organization has been a bitter 
persecutor of saints and that multiplied 
thousands of martyrs have perished 
through her instrumentality is a fact of 
history. But Roman Catholicism is not in 
evidence here except in so far as it is in 
evidence in its last form. I understand 
that the religious systems at the time of 
the end will consist in a fusion, not only 
of all religious denominations of Christen- 
dom, but in a union of all religions. It 
will be the plan of Antichrist to have but 
one religion; it will be the state religion of 
the day, and no other religion will be 
tolerated. It will be the successor to the 
Roman Catholicism of today, and will 
include that system, and all the harlots 
that have been born of that system; and it 
will have succeeded in effecting a merger 
within itself of all other religious systems. 


V. Her Consort—Verses 7-13 


The Antichrist will be her consort; she 
will be his. It is important that we bear 
in mind the fact that the Antichrist will 
be identified with the system at the time 
of the end, and that the system will be 
identified with the Antichrist. Conse- 
guently when we have a description of the 
one we very often have a description of 
the other. So here. A reference to the 
assassination of the Antichrist is seen in 
verse 8. His spirit at his assassination will 
go to the bottomless pit; at his resurrection, 
which will be wrought through the power 
of the devil, it will be recalled therefrom. 
Verse 9 informs us that the headquarters 
of the last form of Gentile world dominion 
will be Rome, the “city of the seven hills.” 
Verses 10 and 11 have perplexed many. It 
has been taken for granted that in John’s 
day five kings had already fallen, and one 
was, and the other had not yet come. My 
understanding is that at the time of the 
fulfillment of this prophecy five will have 
fallen, one will be, and other will not yet 
have come. The Antichrist will have been 
one of the seven; having been killed, and 
having been raised from the dead, and 
again assuming power, he will become the 
eighth; so he will be one of the seven and 
at the same time he will be the eighth. 
Verses 12 and 13 speak of the ten kings 
that will be federated under the beast, 
and of the fact that they will be subser- 
vient to him; they will be entirely con- 
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trolled by the Antichrist; his will will be 
their will. 
VI. Her Doom—Verses 14-17 4 
A reference to Armageddon is seen in 
verse 14. An intimation as to the char- 
acter of those who will have a part in the 
rapture is also seen. If those who come 
with our Lord at the time of the second 
stage of His second advent are the “called, 
and chosen, and faithful,” it is evident 
that in order to go up at the time of the 
first stage of that advent it is imperative 
that we be thus characterized. All to 
whom the gospel has been preached have 
been called; all who have responded to 
that call and have put on the wedding 
garment are numbered among the chosen; 
and all who are found faithful in the 
day of the Lord’s appearing will be trans- 
lated. Verse 16 informs us that the judg- 
ment of the great harlot, in so far as the 
harlot represents the religious system of 
the day, will be meted out through the 
kings that will be federated under the 
beast. It is likely that the entire system, 
corrupt as it will be at the time, will be 
outlawed by the state, and all churches 
and cathedrals, with all other property of 
the ecclesiastical organization, will be con- 
fiscated by the state; the religious system 
will be finally and utterly destroyed. Verse 
17 reminds us of something we are often 
reminded of in the Word, namely, that 
God is working all things after the coun- 
sel of His own will, that His hand is upon 
the situation, and will be upon it at the 
time of the end. The ten kings will be 
acting in accordance with the wishes and 
will of their overlord, the Antichrist, and 
they will doubtless think that they are 
subservient only to him, but it will be 
God, whom they will refuse to recognize 
who will thus move them to act. 


VII. Her Identity—Verse 18 

This is the passage that is supposed by 
some to prove that by the harlot we are 
to understand pagan Rome; by others it 
is supposed to teach that she is Roman 
Catholicism, since Rome is where the 
Roman Catholic Church has her head- 
quarters. To my mind, it simply sets 
forth the fact that, at the time of the end, 
the system that is here spoken of under 
the svmbolism of Babylon, will have its 
headquarters in Rome, which will un- 
doubtedly be the capital of the revived 
Roman Empire and the place where the 
Antichrist will be enthroned. As the Anti- 
christ is identified with the system, and

Germans Murder a Million Jews 
According to the “Daily Telegraph,” 


represents one-sixth of the Jewish popula- 
tion within that area, and is the greatest 
massacre in the world’s history. More 
than 700,000 have been slaughtered in 
Poland alone, and in addition to this a 
system of starvation is being carried out 
in which, on the admission of the Germans 
themselves, that number of deaths may be 
nearly doubled. Last November the meth- 
od of killing by gas was introduced, when 
a special van fitted as a gas chamber was 
used, and into it were crowded ninety vic- 
tims at a time. On an average a thousand 
Jews were gassed daily. The Warsaw 
ghetto, actually an extensive concentration 
camp housing 600,000 Jews with an aver- 
age of nineteen to a room, witnessed 
76,000 funerals last year, a large propor- 
tion of the deaths being due to starvation. 
These facts are all quoted on the authority 
of the “Daily Telegraph.”
